Tue Lineuistic Society or America held its Eighth Special Summer Meeting 
at the University of Michigan on Friday and Saturday, August 2-3, 1946, in 
conjunction with the session of the Linguistic Institute on the campus of the 
University. 

Many members attending the meeting accepted the invitation to arrive some- 
what in advance of the sessions or to stay on after their conclusion in order to 
attend the lectures and conferences on linguistic subjects which had been ar- 
ranged for the days immediately before and after the meeting. 


THE First Session was held on the afternoon of Friday, August 2. President 
E. Adelaide Hahn called the meeting to order at 2:30 p.m. and presided through- 
out the session. About 40 persons were present. 

Papers 1-8 were presented and discussed. 

The session adjourned at 5:20 p.m., and members and guests gathered for an 
informal subscription dinner in the Michigan Union. 


Tue SECOND Session was called to order at 8:00 p.m. About 40 persons were 
present. 


Papers 9-11 were presented and discussed. The meeting adjourned at 
10:30 P.M.

Tue Twenty-First ANNUAL MEETING OF THE Society was held in Chicago 
on Monday and Tuesday, December 30 and 31, 1946. The headquarters of the 
Society were at the Palmer House, where all the sessions were held. One day 
of this meeting coincided with the meetings of five affiliated societies (American 
Anthropological Association, American Association of Physical Anthropologists, 
American Folklore Society, Society for American Anthropology, Society for Ap- 
plied Anthropology), which met at the Palmer House in the period from De- 
cember 27 to December 30.

In addition to these, six guests registered. 


President Hahn called the Business Meeting to order at 9:50 a.m. on Monday, 
December 30. She announced that word had been received telegraphically that 
the Secretary and Vice-President, because of adverse flying conditions, had been 
grounded in Washington and would be late in arriving. The President appointed 
George S. Lane as Secretary pro tem and opened the session by calling for the read- 
ing of a paper by Morris Swadesh, the abstract of which had been received too 
late by the Executive Committee for inclusion in the program. The Secretary 
and Vice-President arrived during the reading of this paper; and at the conclusion 
of the discussion of it, the President reverted to the Business Meeting scheduled 
in the program. About 50 persons were present during the session. 

The reading of the minutes of the preceding meetings was called for. The 
Secretary stated that the minutes of the regional meetings at Chicago, Washing- 
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ton, and New York on December 28, 29, and 31, 1945, respectively had already 
been printed in Bulletin 19 and that aside from the omission of the title of a 
paper ‘Men’s and Women’s Speech in Gros Ventre’ by Regina Flannery, no 
corrections to these had been brought to his attention. On motion, it was voted 
that reading of these minutes be dispensed with and that they be adopted. 

The Secretary, Mr. Cowan, presented the following report, which was ordered 
received and filed: 


The membership statistics are as follows: Starting 1945 there were 562 members, apart 
from Honorary Members, of whom three died during the year (Charles E. Little, W. A. 
Oldfather, Carlton C. Rice); seven presented their resignations, one effective at the end of 
1944 (J. E. Shaw) and six effective at the end of 1945 (Claude-Olga Cleja, A. Ferdinand En- 
gel, Louis Gade, William C. McDermott, Albert van Eerden, Carl Oscar Williams); three 
were dropped for non-payment of dues during 1944 and 1945. The net membership with 
which the Society started 1946 was therefore 549; the increase in membership for 1946 is 73 
(65 new members, 8 former members reinstated). The total membership for 1946, apart 
from Honorary Members, is 622, a gain of 60 as compared with 1945. There were 20 names 
on the list of Honorary Members in 1945. We regretfully record the death of two members 
in 1946: Samuel H. Cross on October 14, Lucian Scherman on May 29. 

The domestic Library Subscriptions have decreased from 163 to 144 by a gain of 9 and a 
loss of 28, and foreign subscriptions have increased from 31 to 87 by a gain of 59 and a loss 
of 3. Some of this foreign increase offsets the domestic decrease because of the resumption 
of direct mailings to foreign libraries. The American Library Association purchased 44 
subscriptions to LanauaGe for 1946. These were stored by the Society and are being dis- 
tributed at the direction of the Association’s Committee on Libraries in War Areas.

On motion it was voted to adopt the Treasurer’s report and order it recorded. 
Mr. George L. Trager, as Secretary pro tem, gave the following report for the 
Executive Committee: 


The Executive Committee met on Sunday evening, December 29, 1946, at the Palmer 
House in Chicago. Present were President Hahn, presiding, and Mr. H. Kurath as proxy 
for Mr. W. F. Twaddell, Mr. John Kepke as proxy for Mr. J M. Cowan, Mr. E. H. Sturte- 
vant as proxy for Mr. J. 8. Kenyon, Mr. G. L. Trager, Mr. K. L. Pike; and Mr. Bernard 
Bloch by invitation. 

Reports of standing committees and special committees and of delegates were informally 
presented and their contents considered. 

The Executive Committee took the following actions: 

1. Continued the Committee on the Place of the Linguistic Institute (E. H. Sturtevant, 
chairman; R. G. Kent, Hans Kurath). 
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2. Appointed the following Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Institute for 
1947: Hans Kurath, director; E. H. Sturtevant, associate director; Joseph K. Yamagiwa, 
assistant director; C.C. Fries, Hayward Keniston, W. F. Twaddell. 

3. Voted to empower the Treasurer to pay the Director of the Linguistic Institute for 
Institute purposes the amount standing on the books on June 30, 1947, to the.credit of cur- 
rent funds of the Linguistic Institute. 

4. Set the time for the 1947 Special Summer Meeting of the Society on August 1-2, 1947, 
with power to the Director to change this time if necessary. 

5. Appointed Norman A. McQuown as delegate to the Mexican Council for Indigenous 
Languages, with Mr. K. L. Pike as alternate. 


On behalf of the Executive Committee the Secretary, Mr. Cowan, presented 
the following report: 


The Executive Committee held a Special Meeting on February 24, 1946, to transact busi- 
ness reported in Bulletin 19. 

During the year the Executive Committee, acting by correspondence, elected nominees 
for membership; appointed Zellig 8. Harris to represent the Society at the organization 
meeting of the Joint Committee on American Native Languages (Linguistic Society of 
America, American Anthropological Association, American Council of Learned Societies) ; 
fixed the time and place of the present meeting and arranged the program; arranged a rump 
session for joint reading of papers with the American Philological Association on December 
26, 1946, at Rochester, New York; added Hans Kurath, E. H. Sturtevant, and Joseph K. 
Yamagiwa to the Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Institute for 1946 (C. C. 
Fries, director; Hayward Keniston, Hans Kurath, A. H. Marckwardt, E. H. Sturtevant, 
W. F. Twaddell, C. F. Voegelin, Joseph K. Yamagiwa.) 

The Executive Committee held a special meeting on December 3, 1946, at Yale Univer- 
sity. Present were President Hahn, presiding, Mr. W. F. Twaddell, Mr. Zellig Harris, Mr. 
John Kepke as proxy for Mr. George Trager, Mr. E. H. Sturtevant as proxy for Mr. J. 8. 
Kenyon; also by constitutional provision Mr. Franklin Edgerton and Mr. Albrecht Goetze, 
and Mr. Bernard Bloch by invitation. The Executive Committee ruled that the slate of 
Officers for 1947 prepared by the Nominating Committee was invalid because of a techni- 
cality. The Secretary had been unable to get the notices of nominations in the mails to 
members a full two months before the annual meeting. Elections would consequently have 
to be conducted by nomination from the floor at the annual meeting in keeping with the con- 
stitutional provision of Article III, Clause 5. The Secretary was instructed so to notify 
the membership. 

The Executive Committee also discussed the pending reorganization of the American 
Council of Learned Societies, with its delegates, Messrs. E. H. Sturtevant and W. F. Twad- 
dell. No specific instructions were given the delegates, since it was felt that they should be 
free to exercise their own judgment as to the welfare of the Council and the Society in the 
forthcoming discussion and action in connection with the revision of the constitution of the 
Council. It was agreed, however, that the Society’s delegates should use their influence 
to prevent the passing of the effective control of the Council from the hands of the delegates 
of the constituent societies. 

President Hahn, with Executive Committee approval, appointed Professor George 8. 
Lane as the Society’s representative at the Sesquicentennial Celebration of the University 
of North Carolina on April 12-13; appointed Professor Harold B. Allen to represent the 
Society at the inauguration of President James Lewis Morrill at the University of Michigan 
on April 23-25; herself represented the Society at the inauguration of Sarah Gibson Bland- 
ing as president of Vassar College on October 11; appointed Professor James B. McMillan 
as the Society’s representative at the celebration of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the founding 
of Alabama College in the State College for Women on October 12-14; and appointed Pro- 
fessor W. Edson Richmond to represent the Society at the inauguration of President Thomas 
Elsa Jones at Earlham College on November 23. 
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This report was ordered to be received and filed. 


Mr. Bloch, Editor and Chairman of the Society’s Committee on Publications, 
presented the following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


During the year 1946, the Society issued the following publications:

A rough grouping of articles and reviews in Volume 22 of the journal yields the following 
distribution. The number of pages indicated for each subject is approximate only.

Romance languages 5items 40 pages 
Greek 4items 19 pages

The great increase in the bulk of the journal over last year’s volume—an increase of 
about 23 percent—is perhaps largely due to the Secretary’s appeal for contributions, issued 
in January. His appeal met with a lively response; and the trickle of manuscripts that was 
barely sufficient, in 1945, to keep the covers of Lanauace apart, has been replaced by a 
steady influx. If members of the Society continue to be as productive in the future as they 


have been during the past year, it will be no problem to assemble four yearly numbers of 
normal size. , 

Once again, my thanks are due to the other members of this Committee, to J M. Cowan 
as Business Manager of our publications, to the staff of the Waverly Press, and to the 
scholars who have given me their advice during the past year. 


Mr. Kurath, as incoming Director of the Linguistic Institute, presented the 
following report for his predecessor, Mr. Fries: 


In spite of the many difficulties created by the limitations of physical resources, the 1946 
session of the Linguistic Institute was even more successful than that of 1945. It is neces- 
sary always to note, although one cannot measure, the most important results of any session 
of the Linguistic Institute: that is, the stimulation, the clarification of thinking, and the 
progress in mutual understanding that come from the informal discussions of a group of 
linguists living and working together for eight weeks. These results alone would justify 
the holding of a Linguistic Institute even if there were no students electing the courses 
offered. The Administrative Committee of the Institute hopes to encourage the appoint- 
ment of more members of the staff on half time in order to bring together for the period 
of the Institute a larger number of interested scholars who have a minimum of teaching 
burdens. 

In the 1946 session, however, there was no lack of students in attendance. In all, the 
total registrations in the 23 courses offered numbered 321 from 161 separate individuals. 
Among these students were 21 guest Ph.D.’s. All the announced courses were well at- 
tended. The Introduction to Linguistic Science given by Professor Sturtevant had an 
average attendance of 44. Luncheon conferences usually had more than fifty and the lec- 
tures attracted various audiences from 50 to 250. 





1 Akkadian, American Indian, Chinese, Japanese, Malay, Papuan, Semitic, Turkic. 
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As in 1945 considerable interest centered in the classes and discussions devoted to a 
consideration of the contributions which linguistic science can make toa successful dealing 
with the practical problems of learning and teaching a foreign language. The supporting 
courses for this practical work (Phonetics and Phonemics, for example) had large registra- 
tions. 

The special interest in descriptive structural linguistics showed itself not only in the 
registrations for the courses regularly announced (Linguistic Field Methods and Structural 
Types of American Indian Languages) but also in the requests for special work which was 
organized in an additional course carried by Professor Voegelin. 

Historical comparative linguistics was represented by courses in Indo-European Com- 
parative Grammar, Old Church Slavonic, and Finno-Ugric. Sanskrit, which was given in 
1945 and omitted from the program for 1946 as first outlined, was requested by so many 
students that it was included in the final program and taught by Dr. Henry Hoenigswald. 

The two days of the summer meeting of the Linguistic Society, August 2 and 3, furnished 
a high point in the Institute program.

Because of the great pressure of other responsibilities I must withdraw as Director of the 
Linguistic Institute. I shall, however, continue to give the Institute vigorous support and 
aid the new director in every way I possibly can. The administration here at the University 
of Michigan recommends to the Executive Committee of the Linguistic Society the appoint- 
ment of Professor Hans Kurath as Director and Professor Joseph K. Yamagiwa as Assistant 
Director. The financial support of the Institute by the American Council of Learned Socie- 
ties is assured through the session of 1948 and the University of Michigan is giving increasing 
funds. The outlook for the next sessions of the Linguistic Institute is excellent. 


The report was ordered to be received and filed. A special vote of thanks was 
extended to Mr. Fries for the stimulating and productive Linguistic Institutes 
which he had organized and directed. 


Mr. Kurath, for the Standing Committee on Research, reported that one manu- 
script was under consideration for support in publication, but that no action had 
yet been taken. 
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Mr. Kepke, as delegate to the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science, reported that he had represented the Society in the Council of the As- 
sociation at its March meeting in St. Louis and its December meeting in Boston. 
_ He commented on the great influence exercised by the Association as a unifying 
force among the sciences and mentioned that a number of Society members had 
recently joined the Association. 


Mr. Cowan, as Councillor of the Inter-American Society of Anthropology and 
Geography, reported that the initial organization of the Inter-American Society 
had been completed, but that it was subject to revision as soon as a representative 
meeting of the Society could be held. 


Mr. Cowan read portions of a letter from E. H. Sehrt, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the Collitz Bequest, indicating that the settlement of the estate was 
still in process and that it was difficult to estimate when the final settlement 
would be completed. 


Mr. Cowan reported that the Intensive Language Program of the American 
Council of Learned Societies had made possible the publication of A Descriptive 
Grammar of Fanti by William E. Welmers as Dissertation 39 in the Society’s 
dissertation series. The Program underwrote the publication by purchasing a 
sufficient number of copies at list less twenty percent to offset the cost of manu- 
facture. 


President Hahn reminded the members that the election of officers for 1947 
would be conducted by nominations from the floor, since the slate of the Nomi- 
nating Committee had been made invalid by a technicality in the mailing of 
nomination notices to the membership. The President then called for nomina- 
tions. Mr. Haugen, as a member of the Nominating Committee, nominated the 
original slate of the committee, as follows: 


President: Albrecht Goetze, Yale University 

Vice-President: Myles Dillon, University of Chicago 

Secretary-Treasurer: J M. Cowan, Cornell University 

Executive Committee, 1947-48: Otto Springer, University of Pennsylvania;

Two seconds for each nomination were secured and the Secretary reported that 
the nominees had all signified their consent to serve if elected. The President 
called for further nominations. Mr. Joseph K. Yamagiwa was nominated for the 
office of Secretary-Treasurer, and Mr. C. C. Fries for the Nominating Committee 
serving through 1949; both nominations were duly seconded. Mr. Yamagiwa 
being present signified a willingness to serve if elected, and evidence was produced 
that Mr. Fries would be willing to serve if elected. In the discussion preceding 
election the viewpoint was expressed that it might be impolitic to effect a change 
in the office of Secretary-Treasurer at this time, primarily because the Society’s 
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relation to and interest in the Intensive Language Program of the American 
Council of Learned Societies was represented by the present incumbent in his 
capacity as director of the Intensive Language Program. As a result of this dis- 
cussion Mr. Yamagiwa requested that his nomination be withdrawn. There be- 
ing no further nominations it was voted that the Secretary be instructed to cast 
one ballot for all nominees except those for member of the Nominating Committee 
1947-49. Tellers were appointed and ballots distributed and upon count Mr. 
Fries was declared elected. 


President Hahn appointed a Committee on Resolutions consisting of Martin 
Joos, chairman; Edith Crowell, and William Wonderly. 


The Secretary reported that in keeping with Article II, Clause 6 of the Con- 
stitution, the Executive Committee recommended that Herman Almstedt and 
John S. Kenyon, who had retired from active exercise of teaching, be relieved 
from further payment of annual dues without the loss of any of the privileges of 
active membership. The recommendations of the Executive Committee were 
unanimously approved. 


The Secretary read the following proposed amendments to the Constitution 
which had been submitted and treated in accord with Article VII of the Con- 
stitution: 


Add to Article III Section 2, after the words ‘shall have the right’, the following words: 
‘provided they are members of the Society’. 

Add to Article V Section 4 the following words: ‘For any meeting of the Society held in 
connection with a Linguistic Institute, the Executive Committee may designate a local 
committee, or other special committee, to act for them in their function as to the disposi- 
tion of papers’.

Upon vote the amendments were unanimously adopted. 
The session adjourned at 12:20 p.m. 


President Hahn called the First Session to order at 2:10 p.m. and presided 
throughout. About 50 persons attended. Papers 2-6 were presented and dis- 
cussed. Adjournment was taken at 5:30 p.m. 


The Annual Informal Dinner of the Society, at which members joined with 
guests and friends, began at 6:30 p.m. in the Palmer House. After dinner the 
members convened in the meeting room, and President Hahn called the Second 
Session to order at 8:15 p.m. The Secretary took the chair during the Presi- 
dential Address, after which President Hahn presided for the reading and dis- 
cussion of papers 8 and 9. The session adjourned at 10:45 p.m. 


President Hahn cailed the Third Session to order at 9:00 a.m. on Tuesday, 
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and presided throughout. There were about 25 in attendance during the session. 
Papers 10-16 were presented and discussed. The session adjourned at noon. 


_ The Fourth Session convened at 2:00 p.m. with President Hahn presiding. 
Papers 17-19 were presented and discussed. About 50 persons were present at 
the session. Papers 20-24 were presented by title only. 


Mr. Martin Joos, for the Committee on Resolutions, presented the following 
report, which was unanimously adopted: 


RESOLVED, that the Linguistic Society of America expresses its appreciation of the work 
of its Local Committeeman Mr. Norman McQuown, and special thanks to Mr. Sol Tax of 
the American Anthropological Association for his cheerful and effective cooperation, 
which not only did what was essential to arranging accommodations for joint meetings 
with the Anthropological Societies but also contributed to making our separate meetings 
successful. Our thanks are also due to the Palmer House for providing suitable accommo- 
dations for our meetings. 

RESOLVED, that the members of the Linguistic Society regret the indisposition which 
prevented Charles C. Fries from attending this meeting, and hope that he may soon return 
refreshed to his work. 

RESOLVED, that the members of the Linguistic Society, having learned with distress of 
the illness of their beloved fellow-member Leonard Bloomfield, and having followed the 
news of his progress with affectionate concern, express their hope for his early and effectual 
recovery.
